therefore Nominated and Appointed to be Our Commiſſioner Our Right Truſty | 
and Right Intirely Beloved Coufin William Duke of Hamilton, the Preſident 

| of Our Council, whoſe Abilities and Experience in the diſcharge of fach a Truſt 

. are well known to you, and of which We have had good reaſon to be ſatisſied, 

| as well as ot his Faithfulneſs and Zeal for Our Service, and the good of the King: -- 

dom, Him We have fully Inſtructed in all thiags that ſeem to Us neceſſary to be ————

We do alſo recommend to you Diſpatch, and that you will imploy 
the time which you can reaſonably expect co fit, in doing the things that are moſt 
neceſſary, and in ſhunning ſuch Matters of Debate as will require the Conſulting 
of Us, ſince the diſtance We ſhall be at, will not allow time for doing it. Thus 
not doubting, but that by your Diligence and Calmneſs in your Proceedings, 
you'llevidence to the World your Zeal and Union in all that concerns Us and Out 
vernment, and ſo conclude rhis a happy Seſſion. We bid you heartily fare-
